Crime Invades America’s Campuses 



Avila Neighborhood No Exception

Students are learning what parents 
and alumni are rarely told, no campus 
in America in the I990’s is as idyllic as 
it looks. According to the New York 
Times an American college or univer- 
sity (enrollment ranges from under 100 
students to 45,000 and more) averages 
three reported violent assaults a year, 
eight incidents of hate crime or hazing 
violence, 430 property crimes and 
countless alcohol violations. Like 
much off campus crime many more 
incidents go unreporled. One in three 
students will be the victim of some 
kind of campus crime. It is estimated 
that Ironi I in 7 to 1 to 25 women will 
be raped or sexually assaulted during 
their college years. 

Even in the relatively peaceful 
neighborhood of the Avila campus, 
crime is more prevalent than one 
would think. Year to date police statis- 
tics show that in a square mile area 
around the Avila campus there have 
been 10 rapes, 91 robberies, 402 
assaults, 336 burglaries, 430 ear thefts 
and 1300 stealings. 

Recent legislation has established 
that schools have a duty to protect stu- 
dents from, and to warn them of, crime 
and danger, both on campus property 
and in off campus housing recom- 
mended by the school. 

The Campus Sexual Assault 
Victim’s Bill of Rights gives sexual 
assault victims the right to call off- 



campus authorities to investigate cam- 
pus sexual crimes. It also requires col- 
leges to set up educational programs 
and notify students of available coun- 
seling. 

Under the Buckley Privacy 
Amendment victims of campus crimes 
now have easier access to the previous 
criminal records of student perpetra- 
tors. 

The Right to Know and Campus 
Security Act requires all colleges and 
universities receiving Federal funds to 
publish their security and crime report- 
ing policies annually. The schools 
must also make the number of on-cam- 
pus incidences of murder, sexual 
assault, burglary and motor-vehicle 
theft . as well as arrests for weapons 
possessions and drug and alcohol 
offenses public. 

While schools struggle to redefine 
their roles 

as caretaker and protector what can be 
done to protect oneself from becoming 
the victim of a crime? 

Even with expanded security on cam- 
puses and more efforts made by police 
to protect citizens the truth is every 
person has to look out for themselves. 
You arc ultimately responsible for your 
own well being and safety. Every per- 
son should know and follow basic safe- 
ty procedures. 

Here are some basic survival tactics 
that every student should know on or 
off campus. 



SELF DEFENSE TIPS FOR WOMEN 

Every woman has experienced some 
fear of being raped, but few have any 
real knowledge of how to resist and 
survive a sexual assault. Here are some 
tips from the Kansas City Police 
Department. 



I. Screaming or struggling may 
work if there are other people nearby, 
If no one else is around, it may not do 
anything except anger or frighten the 
attacker so he may injure or accidental- 
ly kill you. 



2. Going along with the attacker 
may give you a better chance to escape 
later. 



b. GROIN AREA. ..Can be 
used anytime during the attack. Very 
gently, very slowly reach down 
between the attacker's legs and grab 
ONE testicle. . . then squeeze as hard 
as you can. This also causes shock and 
will totally disable him. 



3. Do not rely on any type of 
weapon unless you can carry in your 
hand at all times. If you can’t use it 
immediately, it is not of any use. 



4. Professional self-defense training 
is one of the best deterrents but 
requires constant practice, time and 
money. 



5. There are two methods of totally 
disabling an attacker that work when 
done with the intention of causing pain 
and injury 



TIPS ON SAFETY PRECAUTION 
ON THE STREET 



• Avoid walking alone at night. 
There is safety in numbers. 

• Be alert. You are less likely be 
attacked. Act confident! 

• Stay in well-lit areas. 

• Catty a purse close to your body or 
under your coat. Don’t overload your- 
self with packages. 

•Walk facing traffic. 

•When out at night, take note of 
open stores. 

• When using public transportation, 
be aware of everyone. 

• Don’t sleep or doze while using 
public transportation. Sit toward the 
front of the bus. 

• If someone is following you, go to 
the first lighted house or phone booth 
and call the police. DON’T LEAD 
THE PERSON TO YOUR HOME. 
Stop traffic, if necessary, yell for help, 
but yell FIRE rather than Help Police. 

• How you look is important. An 
attacker looks for a passive victim. 
Walk at a steady pace, look confident, 



and know where you are going. 

• If you are planning a walk, dress 
so that you can move easily. 

• NEVER. EVER HITCHHIKE!! 

• If you are outside waiting for a 
friend, a bus. or for the light to change, 
notice how you stand. You should be 
balanced: don’t keep your hands in 
your pockets (your elbows are easy to 
grab), keep your feet apart about even 
with your shoulders. Don’t lean 
against street signs, lights, or signs. Be 
aware of cars that night pull up near 
you, or pass repeatedly. If threatened 
by a person in a car, run in the opposite 
direction. 

• When you arrive home late at 
night, don’t stop to pick up the mail. 
Have your key ready to unlock the 
door immediately. 

• Look underneath and inside your 
car before getting in and have your 
keys ready in your hand. Be alert to 
anyone in the area of your car.

The 
armed rapist should be treated as an 
extremely dangerous person. You 
must assess his behavior and decide 
what risks to take. 



On Wednesday, April 28. there was 
a Smoking Forum. The topics of this 
torum were areas where smoking 
should be allowed on the Avila campus 
and how to prevent second hand smoke 
from affecting others. Task Force 
members attended this meeting to lis- 
ten to the students’ suggestions and 
concerns. Brett Coffman, Student Body 
Senator and an occasional smoker, was 
one of the approximately 25 people 
who attended the meeting. Coffman 
said it was decided that they "didn’t 
want smoking in the entryways, hall- 
ways. classrooms, or eating areas." 
There war also a suggestion that there 
should be dc ignated areas for smoking 
outside. This is due to the fact that 
"people would smoke in entryways and 
that would be a problem for others," 
Coffman said. One suggestion was to 
build an outside smoking pavilion, but 
this was deemed too expensive. 

TVic rrrujvj or ut c.i- 

forum were from the administration 
and faculty. Coffman said that the 
administration and faculty’s turn out 
was so high because, "smoking is also 
an issue in the faculty offices, they’re 
trying to ban it there too.” Coffman 
thought that his input counted because, 
"1 don’t think that the committee had a 
clear idea about their goals, so our 
input helped them.” He says other par- 
ticipants weren’t as satisfied. "I think 
that a lot of people got the impression 
that the ruling has already been made 
on this issue. 1 think that they believe 
that smoking won’t be allowed on 
campus at all.” The Task Force will 
give the Executive Committee their 
recommendation on May 15.

Faculty Profile:

In her classroom, students are carried 
away to the barrios of Lima, Peru to 
learn of Liberation Theology. They are 
transported to the farm fields of 
California to witness the farmers work 
for social justice. They traverse the 
world of religions with an instructor 
whose personal stories are worth more 
than any textbook. 

This is the classroom of Dr. Mary 
Hynes. The wealth of experience she 
brings to Avila conies from her personal 
search for proof that God exists and her 
belief in completely surrounding herself 
with the people and the culture of her 
studies. 

“I wanted proof that God exists," 
said Hynes. When high school didn’t 
give her the proof she was looking for. 
Dr. Hynes went on to study theology at 
St. Louis University. While in St. 
Louis, Dr. Hynes studied with 
Father Anthony DcMello, S. J. every 
summer for five consecutive years dur- 
ing the I980’s. 

"DcMello was a philosopher, theolo- 
gian. and clinical psychologist." 
explains Hynes. “But I always referred 
to him as a Jesuit, Buddhist, comedian 
because that is really what he is." 

DcMello was a strong influence on 
Dr. Hynes life but her most important 
life experience was in 1989 when she 
went to Lima. Peru to study Liberation 
Theology, the reinterpretation of the 
scriptures through the eyes of the poor, 
with Father Gustavo Gutierrez. 

"I had the great privilege of studying 
directly under Gutierrez who in my 
opinion is the most important theologian 
of the century,” Hynes said. She also 
believes that Gutierrez is as Catholic as 
they come. 

Dr. Hynes lived for six months in the 
barrios of Lima surrounding herself 
with the people and the culture of 
Liberation Theology. 

"I did a lot of research in the libraries 
in the United States, but I needed to go 
down and talk to the people, live with 
the people and get a sense of them,” 
Hynes said. 

Dr. Hynes strongly believes that to 
understand Liberation Theology, you 
have to listen to the peoples' stories. In 
the beginning however, she did not 
always follow this practice. Before liv- 
ing in Peru. Hynes traveled to 
Guatemala and Honduras. 

“In Guatemala and Honduras I was 
more the student tunning around asking 
questions with my notebook and tape 
recorder." said Hynes. "In Peru I

moved in. closed my mouth and just lis- 
tened. The difference was, I was able to 
develop personal relationships in Pern." 

Along with her strong interest in 
Liberation Theology, Dr. Hynes studies 
all religions. She traveled to Israel and 
Egypt with The American Jewish 
Congress to study Judaism with Jews, 
by Jews at the Jewish Center of 
Mysticism. As the only non-Jew in the 
group Dr. Hynes considered it another 
great privilege to study at the source. 

“It's funny because I was the only 
Christian in the group." said Hynes. 
“We did all Jewish things. I never did 
see the Christian sights because there 
wasn't anybody to go with but I've seen 
every major Jewish sight." 

In the future. Dr. Hynes wishes to 
spend time in a Buddhist culture and 
once again completely surround herself 
with the people and the culture. 

"I really wouldn't be satisfied if I 
found some Buddhist in Kansas City 
and sat and talked to him," she explains. 
“I want to be submersed in the culture 
and drink it in.” 

All of Dr. Hynes' experiences, stud- 
ies. and travels make up her Catholic 
life in her eyes. As far as her search for 
proof that God exists, she has found her 
proof but not written on a chalkboard or 
hidden in a book. 

"I found proof in the most unlikely 
places." said Hynes. “I found it in 
working with the poorest of the poor 
and from the content of student's 
papers." She truly loves to read the 
work that comes from deep within her 
students. 

Along with her research and studies 
comes her major frustration in life; the 
people who know so little about 
Catholicism and stereotype Catholics. 

“They think we are so rigid and they 
box us into a small thing,” said Hynes. 
"They have no clue of the width and 
depth of Catholicism.” 

Dr. Hynes considers herself very 
much a strong feminist and she finds 
that people are shocked that she is also 
actively Catholic. She cringes at the 
stereotyping of Catholics and spends a 
lot of time pondering what can be done 
to stop it. 

“I’ve seen some of the best 
Catholicism has to offer." Hynes said. 
"When 1 hear people reducing us to 
these stereotypes, it just drives me nuts. 
Most people don't get beyond the super- 
ficial layers of Catholicism into some of 
the best parts. I wish people would give 
the benefit of the doubt, that you are not 
about the superficial layers.”
